Between 1979 and 1983 the Games were only held between the 
Netherlands and the Antilles, and after that they were cancelled.. 
In 1995 the Games were re-founded by former swimmer and 
politician Erica Terpstra to bring the youth of the separate 
countries closer to each other. 

The strength of the team of the Netherlands is always changed 
in order to the strength of the other teams, because normally 
the level of the Dutch team is much higher compared to the 
other participants. The Dutch normally participate with regional

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1 in 7 Low-Income Preschoolers Is Obese

One in seven preschoolers 
from low-income families 
in the United States are 
considered obese, a new 
government report shows. 
However, the same report 
finds that the news is not all 
bad: The childhood obesity 
epidemic does seem to be 
leveling off among children 
in this group. 

Among 2- to 4-year-olds 
from low-income families, 
the prevalence of obesity 
increased from 12.4 percent 
in 1998 to 14.5 percent in 
2003. However, it went up 
only to 14.6 percent in 2008, 
according to the July 24 
issue of the Morbidity and 
Mortality Weekly Report, 
a publication of the U.S. 
Centers for Disease Control 


and Prevention. 

“Among lower-income, 
preschool-aged children, 
we are actually seeing a 
stabilization of obesity 
rates,” said report co-author 
Laurence M. Grummer- 
Strawn, chief of CDC’s 
Maternal Child Nutrition 
Branch in the Division 
of Nutrition and Physical 
Activity. 

“For a number of years, we 
were seeing continuous rises 
in this obesity epidemic and 
it looks like over the last 
five years we have actually 
seen that rate stabilize,” he 
said. 

“Of course, we are not 
where we want to be. We 
want to see much more 
improvement, but it’s at 
least good news that things 
are not continuing to get

worse.” 

Why obesity in this age 
group is stabilizing is not 
completely clear, Grummer- 
Strawn said. “There has been 
more emphasis on pediatric 
obesity among low-income 
populations,” he said. 
“There have been initiatives 
to promote breast-feeding, 
initiatives to use low-fat 
or skim milk, initiatives to 
reduce television watching 
and shaping behaviors 
toward better nutrition and 
physical activity,” he noted. 
But there remains a large 
racial and ethnic disparity in 
the obesity epidemic among 
preschoolers, Gru mm er- 
Strawn added. 

Even though the prevalence 


of obesity has stayed 
steady in many parts of the 
country, it is still increasing 
among American Indian 
and Alaska Native children. 
Among these children, 
the prevalence of obesity 
has gone up about a half¬ 
percentage point each 
year from 2003 to 2008, 
according to the report. 

Asa matter of fact, American 
Indian or Alaska Native 
children had the highest 
obesity rates in 2008, at 
21.2 percent, followed by 
Hispanic children at 18.5 
percent. 

The lowest obesity rates 
were among white children, 
at 12.6 percent, Asian or 
Pacific Islander children, 


at 12.3 percent, and black 
children, at 11.8 percent, 
the report found. 

Only in Colorado and 
Hawaii were the obesity 
rates 10 percent or less 
among poor preschoolers, 
and only among Indian 
Tribal Organizations were 
the obesity rates over 20 
percent. 

“We need to be thinking 
about how to change our 
communities to be much 
healthier for our children,” 
Grummer-Strawn said. 
There need to be better 
parks and playgrounds “so 
that children can get outside 
and play,” he said. “We also 
need to improve access to 
healthier foods.”Q

Amazon 2Q profit falls with Toys R Us settlement

SAN FRANCISCO - Amazon, 
com Inc. said Thursday that its 
second-quarter earnings fell 
while sales rose, as the leading 
online retailer recorded a $51 
million payment to settle a 
long-standing dispute with 
former partner Toys R Us. 

The revenue increase was not 
enough to placate analysts, 
who were expecting even 
more than Amazon delivered. 
Shares of Seattle-based 
Amazon fell nearly 7 percent 


in extended trading after the 
results were released. 

Sanford C. Bernstein analyst 
Jeffrey Lindsay said the 
company’s report was 
generally good, but its stock 

— which hit a 52-week high of 
$94.40 during regular trading 

— was priced for a blowout 
quarter. 

“That’s why you got such a 
negative reaction after hours,” 
he said. 

Amazon earned $142 million, 
or 32 cents per share, in the 
April-June quarter, 10 percent 
lower than the profit of $158 
million, or 37 cents per share, 
a year ago. Analysts polled by 
Thomson Reuters expected a 
penny less per share. 

Sales climbednearly 15 percent 
to $4.65 billion, slightly 
below analyst estimates of 
$4.69 billion. Amazon’s sales 
were helped last year by a $53 
million non-cash gain from 
the sale of European DVD 
rental assets. 

Sales of items such as books, 
CDs and DVDs inched up 
1 percent to $2.44 billion 


in the second quarter, while 
electronics and other general 
merchandise sales soared 35 
percent to $2.07 billion. 

The company’s North 
American sales rose 13 
percent, while international 
sales increased 16 percent. 
During a conference call with 
reporters, Chief Financial 
Officer Tom Szkutak said 
the company saw declines 
in some North American 
media categories, including 
video games and video game 
consoles. 

He noted that in the year 
before, three of the four hottest 
games were released during 
the second quarter, including 
Nintendo Co.’s popular “Wii 
Fit.” This year’s gaming 
decline was balanced out by 
increased book sales, he said. 
Szkutak said that third-party 
sellers, who offer their goods 
to consumers through Amazon, 
made up 30 percent of total 
unit sales — an increase from 
the previous year. 

Amazon’s net shipping cost, 
which is a closely watched

metric, rose to $147 million 
from $128 million last year. 
Revenue from shipping 
— which includes its 
membership-based two-day 
shipping program, Amazon 
Prime, and its third-party 
shipping program, Fulfillment 
by Amazon — dipped to $ 185 
million from $186 million. 

In a separate conference call 
with analysts, the company 
continued to decline to give 
details about sales of its 
electronic reader, Kindle, 
the price of which Amazon 
lowered by $60 to $299 in 
July. Sony shipped 400,000 
of its $270 competing Reader 
device between its original 
debut in late 2006 and January, 
company spokeswoman 
Valerie Motis said. 

Interest in e-books and related 
reading devices like the Kindle 
and the Reader has climbed in 
the past several years, though 
the products still make up a 
small slice of the overall book 
market. Momentum continued 
to build this week, as USA 
Today said Wednesday that its 
list of best-selling books will 
now include Kindle book sales 
in determining overall sales. 
Barnes & Noble Inc. said it 
will launch a large e-bookstore 
with titles that are readable 
on devices like iPhones and 
BlackBerrys. Barnes & Noble 
will also provide digital books 
for an e-reader that Mountain 
View-based Plastic Logic Ltd. 
expects to release next year. 
Without providing specifics, 
Szkutak said that Kindle 
sales “are exceeding our 


expectations” and the lower 
price has been “helpful.” He 
wouldn’t say if Amazon plans 
to release the Kindle outside 
the United States, but said 
the international market is 
“clearly an opportunity.” 
Szkutak offered some financial 
details regarding Zappos.com 
Inc., the privately held online 
shoe store that Amazon said on 
Wednesday it plans to buy in a 
deal worth about $850 million. 
Las Vegas-based Zappos had 
about $635 million in revenue 
last year and a “small profit,” 
he said. Amazon already runs 
its own shoe and handbag 
shop, Endless.com, and both 
will continue to run as separate 
entities after the acquisition. 
Lindsay said these figures show 
Amazon paid handsomely for 
Zappos.Forthe current quarter, 
Amazon forecast sales of 
$4.75 billion to $5.25 billion, 
in line with analyst estimates 
for $4.92 billion. 

Amazon said in June it agreed 
to pay $51 million to Toys R 
Us Inc. to end a dispute that 
began in 2004. The company 
is making the payment in the 
current quarter but charged it 
to operating expenses in the 
just-reported second quarter. 
The lawsuit was over a 
partnership that gave Toys RUs 
exclusive rights to supply some 
toy products on Amazon’s site. 
Wayne, N.J.-based Toys R Us 
claimed Amazon violated the 
partnership by letting others 
sell some toys on Amazon, 
com, while Amazon said the 
toy seller failed to keep items 
in stock. a

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Dow tops 9,000 as home salos rise for 3rd month

NEW YORK - Investors 
celebrated news of another 
jump in home sales by 
propelling the Dow Jones 
industrials to their first close 
above 9,000 since January. 

The stock market’s best- 
known indicator shot up 
almost 190 points Thursday 
to 9,069.29, its highest level 
since November, and all the 
big indexes gained more than 
2 percent. 

News that existing home 
sales rose in June for the third 
straight month and by a higher- 
than-expected amount led 
investors to extend a buying 
spree that has now lifted the 
Dow 923 points, or 11 percent, 
in just nine days. On paper, 
U.S. stocks have gained $1.2 
trillion in value. 

The week’s economic 
news and upbeat earnings 
reports and forecasts from 
companies including chip 
maker Intel Corp. and heavy 
equipment maker Caterpillar 
Inc. convinced investors 
that the bets they’ve placed 
since March on a recovering 
economy were well-founded. 
Still, the economy, and in turn, 
the market, are likely to face 
more quicksand pits in the 
months ahead. Many more 
companies, including retailers, 
who are a barometer of 
consumer spending, have yet 
to announce second-quarter 
earnings. And many of the 
corporations that have already 
released their reports said they 
made money because they had 
cut costs so deeply, something 
that they can’t keep doing 
indefinitely. 


There was already some 
troubling earnings news after 
trading ended Thursday. 
Microsoft Corp. missed 
analysts’ expectations for 
revenue, sending its shares 
lower in extended trading. 
American Express Co. and 
Amazon.com also traded 
lower after releasing their 
earnings. 

Another ongoing problem is 
the banking business. Banks 
are forecasting that they’ll 
continue to suffer losses from 
loans as consumers keep 
getting laid off. 

But some analysts don’t 
believe investors are caving in 
to euphoria. 

“I don’t think the market is 
signaling that we are fully 
healed at all but it is telling us 
that there is a strong likelihood 
that a recovery is under way,” 
said Ciaran O’Kelly, head 
of equities, Americas, at 
Nomura Securities Inti. Inc. 
in New York. Analysts also 
caution that volume remains 
relatively light, as is typical 
of the summer months when 
many traders take vacations. 
It’s easier for the market to 
make big swings when there 
are fewer trades. 

The Dow rose 188.03, or 2.1 
percent, to 9,069.29. It was 
the highest finish for the blue 
chips since Nov. 5 and the 
first time the Dow has traded 
or closed above 9,000 since 
January. Even with the gains, 
the Dow is still far off its peak 
of 14,165 in October 2007. 
The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index rose 22.22, or 2.3 
percent, to 976.29. It hasn’t 
traded or closed above 1,000 
since early November. 


The Nasdaq composite index 
rose 47.22, or 2.5 percent, 
to 1,973.60, its 12th straight 
advance. The Nasdaq hasn’t 
had a rally that long since a 
streak that ended Jan. 8, 1992. 
About five stocks rose for 
every one that fell on the New 
York Stock Exchange, where 
consolidated volume came 
to 6 billion shares, compared 
with 4.7 billion Wednesday. 
Bond prices tumbled, pushing 
their yields higher, as money 
flowed back into the stock 
market and out of safe-haven 
investments. The yield on the 
benchmark 10-year Treasury 
note, which is closely tied to 
home mortgage rates, jumped 
to 3.67 percent from 3.55 
percent late Wednesday. 

The Realtors said sales of 
previously occupied homes 
rose 3.6 percent in June. Sales 
came in at 4.89 million, above 
the 4.84 million analysts 
expected. 

Dealmaking also supported 
stocks. Investors look to 
companies’ willingness to 
make acquisitions — and part 
with cash or take on debt — as 
a sign of confidence. 

In health care, Bristol-Myers 
Squibb Co. plans to acquire 
Medarex Inc. for about $2.1 
billion. Medarex surged $7.49, 
or 89 percent, to $15.89, while 
Bristol-Myers rose 57 cents, 
or 2.8 percent, to $20.86. 
Amazon.com Inc. agreed 
to buy Zappos.com Inc., a 
privately held online shoe 
store, in a deal worth about 
$850 million. Amazon rose 
$5.08,or5.7percent, to $93.87. 
It tumbled to $87.58 after its 
earnings were released.

news, Ford Motor Co. 
announced a profit that was 
a huge improvement over 
the record $8.7 billion loss it 
reported a year earlier. Without 
one-time gains, the car maker 
would have lost $424 million, 
or 21 cents per share. That is 
still smaller than the loss of 50 
cents per share analysts had 
been expecting. Ford rose 60 
cents, or 9.4 percent, to $6.98. 
Microsoft, which rose 76 cents 
to $25.56 in regular trading, 
fell to $23.62 in after-hours 
activity. American Express 
traded at $28.05 in extended 
trading after rising 69 cents to 
$29.45 during the day. 


Some analysts warn that 
stocks won’t be able to hold 
their gains if companies can’t 
increase earnings by boosting 
revenue rather than slashing 
costs. 

“It’s like going on a diet. You 
can only starve yourself for so 
long,” said Lawrence Creatura, 
portfolio manager at Federated 
Investors in Rochester, N.Y. 
“You cannot cost cut your way 
to prosperity.” 

Creatura noted that companies 
are reducing costs in large part 
by getting rid of workers. That 
could wind up hurting other 
businesses as the ranks of 
unemployed people grow. Q

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Watch out lor an Iranian backlash

New York - As hopes run high that Iran’s political upheaval 
will ultimately lead to positive changes in the regime, a word of 
caution for the West: When Middle Eastern powers feel trapped, 
they tend to swing blindly at outside states. 

The Arab world has been focusing much attention on Israel and 
its conflict with the Palestinians in an effort to redirect their 
domestic populations’ collective attention away from their own 
trouble. The Iranian government seems to be following this 
tactic. 

Even as President Obama goes to lengths to indicate that the US 
is not behind Iran’s upheaval, the Iranian regime has cautioned 
Americans to stay out of its affairs. This has increased the 
tension, and further muted the chances of successful nuclear 
negotiations with the US and Europe. 

If internal pressure remains, and Iran’s current leadership led by 
Ayatollah Khamenei feels further threatened, it has the power to 
make things turn ugly fast. 

Iran might decide to ratchet up the tension with Britain, knowing 
that the UK is limited in responding. In March 2007, Iranians 
captured 15 British sailors at gunpoint and held them for nearly 
two weeks, claiming they had “invaded” Iranian waters. 

In both that instance and the recent arrests of British embassy 
employees, Britain warned of serious consequences for 
Iranian intimidation, but backed down once its personnel were 
released. 

As the largest state sponsor of terrorist groups, Iran may decide 
to use its proxy force Hezbollah to carry out a deadly terrorist 
attack. 

Hezbollah cells are known to operate around the world. 
And recently, New York City’s Police Department deputy 
commissioner of counter terrorism warned that Hezbollah was 
more dangerous than A1 Qaeda. 

If Iran’s leadership feels its foundation is at risk, it may 
authorize actions to refocus the attention of the international 
community, thus allowing it to more seriously crack down on 
Iranian dissenters. These actions could take the form of a major 
terrorist attack, like the one it carried out in 1994 at the Buenos 
Aires Jewish community center. It could also take the form of 
renewed attempts at hostilities on Israel’s northern border, now 
that Hezbollah did not win a majority in recent elections and has 
reaffirmed its support for Khamenei’s leadership. 

Another measure could come in the form of its nuclear 
program. Iran is seeking nuclear technology, and the Israelis 
have expressed concern that Iran is speeding up its missile 
development. If negotiations over Iran’s nuclear program 
continue to stall, Israel or the US may feel compelled to reply 
with force. □ 



Obama’s Public Support Cracking at 6 Months

Barack Obama is a long way from his 
honeymoon. 

This week Obama crossed the six-month mark 
with a public approval rating in the lower half 
of modern presidents, compared to the 11 
presidents regularly polled by Gallup in the 
post-War World II era.

Obama’s final approval rating after his first half 
year in office, based on a three-day average as 
of Tuesday, is 57 percent—ranking eighth of the 
11 modem presidents. 

In statistical terms, Obama is tied with George 
W. Bush (whom Obama technically falls a 
point above) and Richard Nixon (whom Obama 
technically falls a point below). 

But W. Bush’s was steady during his first 
six months. By comparison, Obama’s had an 
average public approval of 67 percent during 
his first week in office. Twenty-five weeks 
later, his weekly average fell to 59 percent. 
Obama is far from dovetailing. Over the course 
of his first six months, Obama remains on 
average more popular than any president since 
Jimmy Carter. Obama averages an approval 
rating of 62 percent during his first half-year 
in office, tying Richard Nixon for the mean of 
modern presidents, and only a point below his 
standing during his first 100 days. But it’s the 
direction of his momentum that should concern 
this White House. 

Obama’s approval was down 6 points at six 
months, compared to day 100. Just this week, 
the Washington Post-ABC News Poll reported 
that only 49 percent of Americans approve of 
how Obama is handling health care, a drop of 
8 points since the 100-day mark. Even fewer 
Americans, a mere 43 percent, approve of his 
handling of the federal budget deficit—a drop 
of 9 points since the 100-day mark. 

That loss of public support on two key issues, 
combined with the ebb in his overall standing, 
marks an intangible early wound to this 
president. 


Obama came into office rife with comparisons 
to the giants of the Democratic Party, men 
like FDR or JFK. But JFK stood at 75 percent 
during June and July; 18 points above Obama’s 
standing at the six-month mark. Obama still 
stands a couple points above Ronald Reagan’s 
six-month average, however. 

Certainly, early standing is not destiny. Some 
presidents who left office in poor standing, like 
Carter and Lyndon Johnson, were more popular 
at this point. 

Obama maintains the strongest support of his 
base, 90 percent, of all modern presidents. But 
even that plus comes with a bite. 

His support from the political opposition is 
the second lowest on average, 28 percent. 
That’s above Clinton, who never had Obama’s 
Democratic backing, and a couple points below 
W. Bush’s Democratic backing over his first 
six months. As a result, Obama continues to be 
the most polarizing modern president. 

Liberals have urged Obama to disregard his 
GOP opposition. But most moderate and 
conservative Democrats lack that luxury. There 
are 49 House Democrats from districts won by 
John McCain in 2008. And it’s those 49, along 
with other members from swing districts and 
some similarly positioned Democratic senators, 
whose seats are most vulnerable next year. 
Obama’s ability to earn moderate and 
conservative Democrats’ support is inextricably 
tied to his ability to promise electoral cover 
during difficult legislation. But those Blue 
Dog Democrats will head home in August to 
ads framing health care reform as “rationing,” 
with a tax hike to boot. They are tied to a still- 
popular president, but one whose electoral 
cover has shrunk. 

Obama’s greatest stake remains innon-partisans. 
The general rule for modern presidents is that 
as the middle goes, so goes their mandate. 
Many initially popular presidents, like Carter 
and Reagan, first lost that middle, and their 
majority, by their first winter in office. 
Obama’s independent support has averaged 
60 percent over his first six months in office. 
But in the past three weeks, that independent 
support has held in the mid 50s. □

LOS ANGELES - A judge 
on Thursday cleared the 
way for Michael Jackson’s 
autobiography, “Moonwalk,” 
to return to store shelves in 
the United States, Canada and 
Europe. 

Los Angeles Superior Court 
Judge Mitchell Beckloff 
approved a request by the 
temporary administrators of 


the pop icon’s estate to enter 
into new publishing deals. 
Details of the agreements were 
filed under seal. But the deals 
will allow the 1988 book to be 
reprinted in the United States, 
Canada, England, Germany 
and France. 

Publishing rights in the 
United States and Canada will 
be given to Shaye Areheart, 
who was the original editor of 
“Moonwalk.” Her company is 
a part of Random House Inc. 
“Moonwalk” has been out of 
print for more than a decade. 
It was originally published by 
Doubleday and was acquired 
by Jacqueline Kennedy 
Onassis. 

Other publishers will handle 
the overseas releases. 

The “Moonwalk” rights 
are the first deal that the 
temporary administrators of 
Jackson’s estate have brought 
to Beckloff for approval. 
The estate is being handled 
by attorney John Branca and 
music executive and Jackson 
family friend John McClain. 
Court records state 
“Moonwalk” could hit store 
shelves in France by August. 
The records don’t indicate 
when sales in other countries 
would begin.□

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Non-embryonic stem cells pass major hurdle In mice

WASHINGTON - Two teams 
of Chinese scientists have 
made a major advance in mice 
in the development of a new 
kind of stem cell that doesn’t 
involve destroying embryos. 
Those cells are derived from 
ordinary skin cells, and when

they were created two years 
ago from human skin and 
genetically reprogrammed, it 
was hailed as a breakthrough. 
But questions remained 
whether they could act as 
chameleon-like as embryonic 
stem cells and morph into any 
cell type in the body. 

One way to showthatversatility 


is if the new reprogrammed 
stem cells could be used to 
produce an entire new life. 
And now researchers have 
shown they can in mice. 

For the first time, they were 
able to produce live mice from 
stem cells that were coaxed 
from skin tissue of adult mice 
and then reprogrammed. 

And while there were 
abnormalities and unusual 
deaths with some of the first 
generation of mice, one team 
produced enough normal mice 
this way to create hundreds of 
second and third generation 
mice. 

Studies on this type of stem 
cell, called iPS for induced 
pluripotent stem cells, were 
released Thursday by two 
competing scientific journals, 
Nature and Cell Stem Cell. 

“We demonstrated the 
practicality of using iPS cells,” 
said Fanyi Zeng, associate 
director of the Shanghai 
Institute of Medical Genetics 
and co-author of the larger, 
more successful study, which 


appears in Nature. 

A leading U.S. stem cell 
researcher who wasn’t part 
of either study, Dr. George 
Daley of the Harvard Stem 
Cell Institute and Children’s 
Hospital of Boston, hailed the 
work as important because 
it shows that the new type of 
stem cells “satisfy the most 
stringent criteria of embryonic 
stem cells — the ability to 
make a mouse entirely from 
cells in a petri dish.” 

These type of stem cells 
generate less controversy than 
embryonic stem cells, which 
scientists have been studying 
for more than a decade. 
Embryonic stem cells involve 
the destruction of embryos, 
usually excess from fertility 
clinics. 

The new type of stem cells use 
a virus to reprogram the genetic 
information of the skin cell to 
make it a stem cell. Because 
it can’t create a placenta, the 
Chinese researchers had to 
then combine the new stem 
cell with cells that provide a 


placenta. 

Zeng said all types of stem 
cell research should continue, 
not just the new type. 

Her study produced 27 live 
mice. Some of the mice, she 
said, had “abnormalities,” but 
she declined to say what those 
were or how extensive the 
problems were. That will be in 
a future report, she said. 

Those 27 mice produced 
second and third generations 
that included hundreds of 
mice with no noticeable 
abnormalities. 

The other team got only four 
births; three died quickly and 
only one made it into normal 
adulthood. 

“We are confident that 
tremendous good can come 
from demonstrating the 
versatility of reprogrammed 
cells in mice,” Zeng wrote in 
an e-mail. She said while this 
is just in mice it could help 
doctors “understand the root 
causes of disease and lead to 
viable treatments and cures of 
human afflictions.

Three mayors, lawmakers 
arrested in corruption case

NEWARK, New Jersey (AP) — The mayors 
of three New Jersey cities, two state legislators 
and several rabbis were among more than 
40 people arrested Thursday in a sweeping 
corruption investigation that began as a probe 
into an international money laundering ring 
that trafficked in goods as diverse as human 
organs and fake designer handbags. 

Among 44 people arrested Thursday were 
Hoboken Mayor Peter Cammarano III, 
Secaucus Mayor Dennis Elwell, Jersey 
City Deputy Mayor Leona Beldini, state 
Assemblyman President L. Harvey Smith and 
state Assemblyman Daniel Van Pelt. 

Ridgefield Mayor Anthony Suarez, who is also 
an attorney, is charged with agreeing to accept 
an illegal $10,000 cash payment for his legal 
defense fund. 

The number of arrests was noteworthy even for 
New Jersey, a state that has seen more than 130 
public officials plead guilty or be convicted of 
corruption since 2001. 

“New Jersey’s corruption problem is one of 
the worst, if not the worst, in the nation,” said 
Ed Kahrer, who heads the FBI’s white collar 
and public corruption investigation division. 
“Corruption is a cancer that is destroying the 
core values of this state.” 

Gov. Jon Corzine reacted to the corruption probe 
Thursday morning by saying, “any corruption 
is unacceptable — anywhere, anytime, by 


anybody. The scale of corruption we’re seeing 
as this unfolds is simply outrageous and cannot 
be tolerated.” 

FBI agents seized documents from Community 
Affairs Commissioner Joseph Doria’s home 
and office Thursday, but federal officials would 
not say whether the former Democratic state 
senator from Bayonne would face criminal 
charges. Doria’s office did not return messages 
for comment Thursday. 

In separate money laundering complaints, 
several rabbis from New York City’s Brooklyn 
borough and New Jersey were charged with 
offenses ranging from the trafficking of kidneys 
from Israeli donors to laundering proceeds 
from selling fake Gucci and Prada bags. 

Van Pelt is accused of accepting $10,000 from 
a cooperating government witness posing as a 
developer who sought help in getting permits 
for a project in Ocean County. 

Smith, the Jersey City Council President, and 
several other current and former Jersey City 
public officials also are accused of accepting 
money to help the fake developer gain permits 
and approvals. 

Beldini, 74, is charged with conspiracy to 
commit extortion by taking $20,000 in illegal 
campaign contributions. Jersey City Mayor 
Jerramiah Healy said Thursday the charges 
were “a little shocking.” 

“I have full faith in Leona,” Healy said. “She’s 
a good friend of mine — was and will be.”

Cronkite eulogized as 
newsman, friend, father

NEW YORK (AP) — Walter 
Cronkite was remembered as 
a great journalist, sailor, friend 
and father during services 
that, despite the grandeur of 
the setting, felt remarkably 
comfortable — like the man. 
For his reporting, Cronkite 
came to be called “the most 
trusted man in America” and 
was widely considered the 
premier TV journalist of his 
time.

Cammarano, 32, who won a 
runoff election last month, 
is charged with accepting 
$25,000 in cash bribes from 
an undercover cooperating 
witness. Elwell is charged

with taking $10,000. 

Joseph Hayden, an attorney 
representing Cammarano, said 
his client “is innocent of these 
charges. He intends to fight 
them with all his strength until 
he proves his innocence.” 
According to the U.S. 


Attorney’s Office, the 
investigation initially 

focused, with the help of the 
cooperating witness, on the 
money laundering network that 
operated between Brooklyn; 
Deal, New Jersey; and Israel. 
The network is alleged to have 
laundered tens of millions 
of dollars through charities 
controlled by rabbis in New 
York and New Jersey. 

Israeli police spokesman 
Micky Rosenfeld said he has 
heard of the story but knows 
nothing of kidneys being sold 
by Israelis. 

The investigation widened to 
include official corruption in 
July2007 when the cooperating 
witness approached public 
officials in Hudson County 
posing as a developer seeking 
to build in the Jersey City 
area. 

Hoboken’s waterfront has 
proven to be an especially 
lucrative piece of real 
estate across from midtown 


Manhattan. Developers have 
put up dozens of buildings in 
the last 15 years in the mile- 
square city. It had a prime 
view on July 4 of fireworks 
over the Hudson River. 

The fears that the city was 
being overdeveloped has 
become a hot topic during 
elections among candidates. 

In secretly recorded 
conversations outlined 

in the complaint against 
Cammarano, the candidate 
made it clear to prospective 
campaign donors that he was 
a friend of developers. 

When a cooperating witness 
posing as a developer who 
was donating $5,000 to the 
campaign told Cammarano 
just days before the mayoral 
election that he wanted to 
make sure he had his support 
with “some properties we’re 
working on,” Cammarano 
is quoted as saying, “I’ll be 
there.” 

In Deal, Mike Winnick of 


the Elberon section of Long 
Branch was praying inside the 
Deal Synagogue when it was 
raided by agents from the FBI, 
federal tax agency the IRS 
and the Monmouth County 
Prosecutor’s Office.

Documents: US al-Qaida recruit trained as bomber

NEW YORK (AP) — An American-born 
terrorist-in-training learned how to shoot 
rockets and assault rifles and construct a suicide 
bomber’s vest at al-Qaida camps in Pakistan, 
according to documents obtained Thursday by 
The Associated Press. 

Bryant Neal Vinas took courses in plastic 
explosives and bomb theory, according to a 
statement he gave to investigators as part of 
a terrorism case in Belgium. The statement, 
provided to the AP on Thursday, was to be 
released after a hearing Friday, officials said. 
Since the 26-year-old New York man’s arrest in 
Pakistan in November 2008, Vinas has become 
one of the most valuable informants in the war on 
terrorism, giving investigators a fascinating and 
rare look into al-Qaida’s day-to-day operations 
in a lawless region bordering Afghanistan. 

He provided insights on many key members of 
Al-Qaida and how the organization recruited 
and indoctrinated people. Vinas also revealed 
the group gave lessons on assassination, poison, 
kidnapping, forgery and advanced bomb making, 
according to the statement. 

Vinas told counterterrorism investigators 
about meetings with top al-Qaida members 
while staying at a network of hideouts on the 
Afghanistan-Pakistan border, where he trained 
from about March 2008 to August 2008. 
Pakistani authorities nabbed the 26-year-old 
New Yorker after he returned to city of Peshawar 
near the border of Afghanistan to find a wife, 
according to his statement. 


While he has been in custody in New York, the 
U.S. has made a series of successful unmanned 
Predator drone strikes on suspected al-Qaida 
locations in the difficult-to-penetrate border 
region, raising questions about whether Vinas 
provided the information that led to any of the 
deadly attacks. 

One of those strikes took place in northwest 
Pakistan on Nov. 19, about the time of Vinas’ 
capture. The strike killed al-Qaida member 
Abdullah Azzam al-Saudi, who was reportedly a 
recruiter for the terrorist organization. 

Vinas told authorities that he knew of an Abdullah 
Azzam, a law enforcement official told the 
AP, who spoke on the condition of anonymity 
because the official wasn’t authorized to speak 
publicly about the investigation. 

Vinas’ attorney Len Kamdang declined comment 
Thursday. 

Vinas, who grew up in the New York City 
suburbs on Long Island, was charged in court 
papers unsealed Wednesday with giving al- 
Qaida “expert advice and assistance” about New 
York’s transit system and with a rocket attack on 
U.S. forces in Afghanistan last year. 

He pleaded guilty Jan. 28 to conspiring to murder 
U.S. nationals, supporting and receiving training 
from a foreign terrorist organization in a sealed 
courtroom in Brooklyn, according to a transcript 
of the hearing unsealed Thursday. 

Vinas admitted to traveling to Pakistan in 2007 
“with the intention of meeting and joining a 
jihadist group to fight American soldiers in 
Afghanistan,” the transcript read. 

He said he took part in two “missions” in 
September 2008 to attack a U.S. military base 


near the Pakistan-Afghanistan border. 

The first attack failed, Vinas said. A few days 
later, “I took part in firing rockets at an American 
military base. Although we intended to hit the 
military base and kill American soldiers, I was 
informed that the rockets missed and the attack 
failed.” 

After crossing back into Pakistan, Vinas accepted 
an invitation to become a suicide bomber. He 
eventually landed in the mountainous region 
of Waziristan where he came into contact with 
members of al-Qaida. Around March 2008, 
Vinas said he was accepted into al-Qaida and 
began intensive training. 

Vinas said he told top al-Qaida officials about 
the New York commuter rail he traveled on 
frequently “to help plan a bottom attack of the 
Long Island Rail Road system.” Law enforcement 
officials familiar with the case also said Vinas 
told investigators he heard discussions about 
targeting the Belgium metro system. 

Vinas was interviewed this year in New York by 
Belgian prosecutors pursuing an anti-terror case 
against Malika El Aroud, Belgian prosecutors 
said. 

El Aroud is the widow of a man involved in killing 
anti-Taliban warlord Ahmed Shah Massoud two 
days before the Sept. 11, 2001, terrorist attacks. 
Vinas’ testimony was being submitted to a closed 
court hearing on Friday in Belgium to evaluate 
whether El Aroud and five others should remain 
in custody. 

The six are charged with belonging to a terrorist 
organization, which Belgian officials say is part 
of an al-Qaida group plotting new attacks either 
in Europe or else where. Q

and Florida expressed outrage 
Thursday at a report that 
some federal agencies have 
put the two tourist hotspots 
in the states on a “blacklist” 
when deciding where to hold 
conferences or meetings. 

A Wall Street Journal article 
published Wednesday cited 
e-mails from the FBI and 
Department of Agriculture 
encouraging conference 
locations that aren’t resort 
destinations and don’t appear 
to be “lavish.” 

The issue quickly turned 
political. 

Nevada Gov. Jim Gibbons, 
a Republican, said Thursday 
that the Obama administration 
“seemed to be completely 
unaware of the damage they 
are causing” by such policies. 
U.S. Senate Democratic 
Leader Harry Reid of Nevada 
countered that President 
Obama was reversing such 
policies that began during the 
Bush administration. 

Gibbons called the reported 
blacklist “an outrageous insult 
to the working families in 
Nevada” and urged the state’s 
congressional delegation to 
press President Barack Obama 
for a change in such policies. 
“I am working hard to get 
more jobs and more tourists 
for Nevada to help our 
economy recover, and the 
Obama administration seems 
to be completely unaware of 
the damage they are causing 
to Nevada’s economy and the 
people here,” Gibbons said in 
a statement. 

Gibbons said the Las Vegas 
Convention and Visitors 
Authority reported hundreds 
of conventions and business 
meetings scheduled for 
the gambling mecca have 
canceled in the last several 
months, resulting in hundreds 
of millions of dollars in lost 
revenue. 

The exact nature of the 
policies in the various federal 
agencies was not clear. 

Reid inquired about the issue 
to the White House last month, 
claiming agencies including 
the FBI, General Services 
Agency and Bureau of Indian 


Affairs had canceled recent 
Las Vegas meetings. 

He then received a letter from 
a top aide to the president 
saying there’s no “informal 
federal policy” against 
government meetings and 
conferences in Las Vegas.

The newspaper also quoted 
a Department of Justice 
spokeswoman as confirming 


there’s agency “guidance” to 
avoid conference locations 
“that give the appearance 
of being lavish or are resort 
destinations.” 

The Journal said cities on 
the lower-cost list included 
Chicago, Denver, Portland, 
Oregon, St. Louis, Washington, 
Milwaukee, Phoenix and Fort 
Collins, Colorado. 

Sen. Bill Nelson, a Florida 
Democrat, planned to 
introduce legislation blocking 
federal agencies from making 
travel policies that blacklist 
U.S. cities. Orlando, home 
to Walt Disney World, is 
reportedly on the list of cities 
to avoid.

WASHINGTON (AP)—The Senate voted Thursday to eliminate 
spending on a jet engine program that the defense secretary 
says is superfluous, moving in step with Obama administration 
assertions that it is time to stop spending military dollars on 
programs that are not needed. 

The voice vote on an amendment to eliminate funds for a backup 
engine for the F-35 next-generation fighter plane came as the 
Senate neared completion of a $680 billion bill that authorizes 
defense programs for the fiscal year starting in October. 

Just two days ago, the Senate went along with Defense Secretary 
Robert Gates’ campaign to change the way the Pentagon buys 
weapons by stripping from the bill $1.75 billion to produce 
more F-22 fighters, the high-tech aircraft that eventually will be 
supplanted by the F-35 as the military’s main attack plane. 

The White House has said that President Barack Obama would 
issue what would be the first veto of his presidency if the defense 
bill contained money for either of those programs. 

In anticipation of an agreement with Russia later this year on 
reducing nuclear arsenals and replacing the Strategic Arms 
Reduction Treaty, which expires in December, the Senate agreed 
that Congress would block spending to implement any new 
treaty that puts limitations on U.S. missile defense. Senators 
also demanded, in a voice vote, that the budget to maintain 
nuclear weapons and modernize the nuclear weapons complex 
be fully funded in fiscal 2011. 

Whatever the negotiators eventually decide on, said Sen. Jon 
Kyi, sponsor of the amendment, “we need to start a process of 
modernizing our nuclear weapons program and stockpile.” 

The Russians have strongly objected to U.S. proposals to locate 
missile defense facilities in Poland and the Czech Republic to 
protect Europe from Iranian missile attacks, and have suggested 
that a nuclear weapons reduction agreement could hinge on the 
U.S. abandoning those proposals. 

Separately, Sen. Joe Lieberman won approval of a nonbinding 
amendment stating that it is imperative that the United States 
have an effective missile defense program and that the Senate 
would only support an alternative to the Poland-Czech plan that 
offers the same capabilities of defending both the United States 
and Europe. 

The debate over the second F-35 engine has gone on for more 
than a decade. The Pentagon gave the contract for the engine 
to United Technologies Corp.’s subsidiary Pratt & Whitney. 
But lawmakers, some with jobs in their states at stake, have 
continued to push for development of a backup engine built by 
General Electric Co. and Rolls Royce. Some $2.5 billion has 
already been spent on the GE engine. 

Both the F-22 and the F-35 are being built by the Lockheed 
Martin Corp. 

On Tuesday, Gates wrote a letter to Senate leaders saying that 
“further expenditures on a second engine are unnecessary and 
will likely impede the progress of the overall F-35 program.” 
Lieberman argued that GE and its supporters were “trying to 
achieve through legislation what they could not achieve through 
competition.” 

The Pentagon in the coming decades plans to buy about 2,400 
of the single-engine jet that would be used primarily to attack 
targets on the ground and would replace the F-16 and the Air 
Force’s aging fleet of A-lOs. Versions would also be produced 
for the Navy and Marine Corps as well as the Air Force, and 
about 600 would be built for foreign allies. 

The House version of the defense bill passed in June contains 
more than $300 million for spare parts for F-22s and $600 
million for the alternate F-35 engine. The Senate stops F-22 
production at 187 planes. Those differences will need to be 
worked out in negotiations.Q

Prosecutors tie tech to 19 hepatitis cases

DENVER (AP) — A grand 
jury indicted a surgery 
technician infected with 
hepatitis C on several charges 
Thursday, alleging she stole 
syringes with painkillers and 
replaced them with needles 
she had used. Prosecutors 
allege that at least 19 people 
contracted the disease as a 
result. 

The allegations by 
prosecutors, also made 
Thursday, are the first direct 
link of hepatitis C cases to 
26-year-old Kristen Diane 
Parker, who has tested 
positive for the ailment. Her 
attorney, Gregory Graf, did 
not immediately return a 
message. 

Thursday’s indictment 
charges Parker with 21 
counts of tampering with 
a consumer product and 
21 counts of obtaining a 
controlled substance by 
deceit and subterfuge. 
Officials say up to 6,000 
patients at Denver’s Rose 
Medical Center and Audubon 
Surgery Center in Colorado 
Springs where Parker worked 
may have been exposed to the 
disease. Calls to spokesmen 
at both hospitals were not 
immediately returned. Parker 
also worked at hospitals in 
Mount Kisco, New York, and 
Houston. Health officials in 
those states have launched 
investigations. 

Hospital and state health 
officials aren’t sure how 
many people were injected 
with Parker’s dirty needles, 
or exposed to saline 


possibly contaminated by 
those needles. Thousands of 
former patients have been 
tested. Results have not been 
released by either hospital or 
state health officials. 

All 19 hepatitis C cases have 
been found at Rose Medical 
Center. 

“1 am certain the 19 hepatitis 
C cases to date have been 
linked to Parker,” said U.S. 
Attorney spokesman Jeff 
Dorschner. 

State health officials have 
said they’re working with the 
federal Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention to

trace the disease. Dorschner 
said the cases were linked to 
Parker through a review of 
Rose’s records that found the 
hepatitis C in former surgery 
patients were of the same 
genotype as Parker’s. 

Parker is being held without 
bail. 

In a police interview shortly 
before her arrest June 30, 
Parker said she didn’t have 
health insurance or money 
to pay for a doctor after a 
pre-employment blood test 
showed she was hepatitis 
C positive. She also said it 
wasn’t clear to her that she 


had tested positive. 

The indictment handed up 
Thursday alleges Parker 
began taking the pain killers 
from operating rooms on Oct. 
22, two days after she started 
working at Rose Medical 
Center. 

Parker worked at Rose 
from Oct. 20 until April 
13, when she was placed 
on administrative leave for 
failing a drug test. 

She came under suspicion 
at Rose about two weeks 
earlier when a syringe in her 
top scrub pocket poked a co¬ 
worker. Q

And I would always answer, ‘He’s just the way you hope he is,”’ 
said Mike Ashford, a sailing comrade of more than 30 years and 
one of the speakers at Thursday’s funeral. 

Another speaker, longtime CBS newsman and “60 Minutes” 
commentator Andy Rooney, recalled meeting Cronkite when 
they both were in England covering World War II. 

“You get to know someone pretty well in a war,” said Rooney, 
describing Cronkite as “such a good friend.” 

“I just feel so terrible about Walter’s death that I can hardly say 
anything,” he admitted, excused himself and left the pulpit. 

The services were witnessed by a near capacity crowd at the 
elegant, enormous St. Bartholomew’s Episcopal Church in 
midtown Manhattan, where the Cronkite family has worshipped 
for years. 

Broadcast journalists — co-workers, competitors, successors — 
were on hand, including Connie Chung, Bob Schieffer, Diane 
Sawyer, Brian Williams, Dan Rather, Barbara Walters, Charles 
Gibson, Matt Lauer, Tom Brokaw, Morley Safer and Meredith 
Vieira. Comedians-actors Anne Meara and Jerry Stiller were 
also in attendance. 

But there was also room for members of the public to pay their 
respects. 

James Huntsburg and his wife, Sylvia, visiting from Canada, 
had heard about the funeral. Admitted to the sanctuary, they 
took their place in one of the pews. 

Huntsburg said he grew up watching Cronkite, who, he said, 
“touched me.” 

When he heard of Cronkite’s death last Friday at 92, Huntsburg 
and his wife hadn’t yet left from their home near Toronto for 
their Manhattan vacation.

“I feel blessed to be here,” said Huntsburg, visibly moved. 
Sanford Socolow shared anecdotes from his many years working 
with Cronkite as a producer. 

“Once,” Socolow recalled, “he had this bizarre idea that he 
would ad-lib the newscast without a script.” As Cronkite’s cue 
for the control room to roll each film clip, he would gently brush 
his nose with his hand. 

“It was utter chaos,” said Socolow. “It lasted for two days.” 

But repeatedly during the ceremony, Cronkite’s passion for 
sailing his beloved boat, the Wyntje, was celebrated. 

Ashford offered vivid memories of their sailing adventures. 
“Walter, hunched over the helm, would catch my eye, grin, and 
over the racket of the wind, holler, ‘Sen-sational!’” □

Brazil: Rio police find 
drug gang ‘clinics’

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) — Rio drug traffickers are 
operating makeshift medical clinics in the slums they 
control so wounded gang members don’t have to risk 
arrest by seeking treatment at hospitals, police said 
Thursday. “It’s the first time we’ve found clinics like 
this,” a civil police spokesman said Thursday. “We 
can’t say how long they’ve been used — we assume 
for some time.” He spoke on condition of anonymity, 
per department rules. 

Officers discovered the first clinic Wednesday in 
the Manguinhos slum in northern Rio. Inside a two- 
room shack, police found surgical scissors stained 
with blood; morphine, anesthesia, antibiotics and 
other medicines; medical equipment such as IVs 
and X-rays. Police found bandages with fresh blood 
on them and surmised that a gunman wounded in a 
shootout with officers sought treatment at the clinic 
just minutes before it was discovered. 

Police then went looking for other rudimentary 
facilities — and quickly located one in the nearby 
Jacarezinho slum, stocked with similar medical 


supplies. 

Police chief Allan Turnowski said an unspecified 
number of doctors and nurses who worked in the 
clinics have since been arrested. 

“They were making a lot of money” by treating drug 
gang members, Turnowski said. 

Rio’s sprawling slums are the site of frequent, 
bloody shootouts between police and the gangs that 
dominate the neighborhoods — with innocents often 
caught in the crossfire. A United Nations report last 
year found that police kill an average of three people 
a day in the city. Police killed one suspect during 
Thursday’s operations in Jacarezinho and another 
suspect in Manguinhos. 

Wounded drug traffickers know that if they seek 
treatment in a regular hospital, they risk being handed 
over to authorities, Turnowski added. “So they’ve 
made the investment of setting up these facilities 
where they can get proper treatment inside of their 
slum and avoid arrest.” 

Police have previously arrested doctors who 
traveled into the slums to treat drug gang leaders, the 
spokesman said.Q

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Vice President Biden brings tough love to Georgia

TBILISI, Georgia (AP) — A 
year after Georgia’s disastrous 
war with Russia, U.S. Vice 
President Joe Biden assured the 
small country on Thursday that 
the United States stands behind 
it in their continuing conflicts 
with their region’s dominant 
power. But his message was 
tempered by tough love. 

While saying Russia should 
withdraw its forces from two 
separatist Georgian regions, 
Biden also said Georgia 
should abandon any hopes of 
reclaiming those regions by 
force. 

Further, he assured that the 
United States would stand 
behind Georgia’s sovereignty, 
but Georgia must still strive to 
build a democratic society, six 
years after its peaceful Rose 
Revolution ousted a Soviet-era 
leader and brought President 
Mikhail Saakashvili to power. 
“YourRoseRevolution will only 
be complete when government 
is transparent, accountable 
and fully participatory, when 
issues are debated inside this 
chamber, not only out on the 
streets,” Biden told federal and 
local officials from across the 
former Soviet republic. 
Georgia’s opposition has held 
street protests since April to 
call for Saakashvili to step 
down, saying he has grown 
increasingly authoritarian. 

Few nations are more pro- 
American than Georgia, and 


the audience listened in rapt 
silence for most of the speech 
delivered in the ornate chamber 
of the country’s parliament 
building. 

But Biden won several standing 
ovations when he criticized 
Russia’s actions during and 
after its August 2008 war with 
Georgia. He pledged that the 
Obama administration would 
not abandon Georgia even as it 
sought to mend relations with 
Moscow, badly damaged by 
the Russian-Georgian war. 

“I come here on behalf of the 
United States with a simple, 
straightforward message: We, 
the United States, stand by you 
on your journey to a secure, 
free and democratic, and once 
again united, Georgia,” Biden 
said, bringing the audience to 
its feet. 

After the outbreak of fighting 
in the separatist-held territory 
of South Ossetia, Russia sent 
tanks, troops and warplanes 
deep into Georgia in August. 
Moscow later recognized the 
independence claims of both 
South Ossetia and Abkhazia, a 
separatist-held territory on the 
Black Sea. Only Nicaragua has 
followed suit. 

Biden told the crowd that 
Georgia’s best hope for 
reclaiming its lost territories 
wasn’t military action — it 
was building a free, prosperous 
society that those territories 
would want to join. 

“It’s a sad certainty but it is 
true, there is no military option 


to reintegration,” he said. 
Saakashvili welcomed Biden’s 
visit, saying it demonstrated 
the strong bonds between the 
two nations. 

Biden also met with opposition 
leaders, who later praised 
the message he brought and 
his support for Georgia’s 
sovereignty. 

Irakly Alasania, a Saakashvili 
critic and former Georgian 
ambassador to the United 
Nations, lauded Biden’s call for 
political and social reforms. 
Biden toldoppositionleaders the 
U.S. stood behind the country, 
not Saakashvili individually, 
and “that the choice of president 
and a government is a matter 
for the Georgian people and 
not for any other state,” said 
Nino Burdzhanadze, a former 
speaker of parliament. 

Biden delivered the speech 
near the end of his two-day 
visit to Tbilisi, during which 
he and Saakashvili have 
discussed economic aid and a 
proposal for $16 million next 
year for military training and 
reorganization, officials on 
both sides said. 

Biden’s national security 
adviser Tony Blinken and a 
senior Georgian adviser denied 
that Saakashvili had asked 
Biden for anti-tank and anti¬ 
aircraft weapons and U.S. 
participation in an EU observer 
mission along its border with 
the disputed regions. The U.S. 
official who had told that to 
reporters earlier Thursday said 


later he had spoken in error. 
Saakashvili has previously 
expressed a strong interest in 
acquiring U.S. weapons as he 
seeks to rebuild his military 
after the war, and Georgian 
officials in recent days have 
said they wanted the U.S. to 
join the observer mission. 

But Blinken said the Georgians 
have not formally requested 
heavy weapons, and that 
the EU has not invited U.S. 
participation in the mission. 
Blinken did not rule out the 
U.S. providing either after a 
formal request. 

In Moscow, the government 
said it would not stand by

while Georgia was resupplied 
with weapons. 

“We will continue inhibiting 
rearmament of the Saakashvili 
regime,” Deputy Foreign 
Minister Grigory Karasin said, 
according to the ITAR-Tass 
news agency. 

Georgia is one of the world’s 
biggest recipients of U.S. 
foreign aid, receiving about 
$1 billion from Washington 
over the past year — most 
toward reconstruction and 
humanitarian relief. 

Saakashvili said he remarked 
to Biden during a meal: “I told 
you there was no such thing as 
a free dinner in Georgia.’’^

Clinton said the world has made it clear to 
Pyongyang that it has “no place to go,” citing 
near unanimity among Asian nations, including 
China, on fully enforcing the latest U.N. 
sanctions against Pyongyang for its repeated 
nuclear and missile tests. 

Warning the North’s nuclear ambitions could 
spark an arms race in the region, Clinton said 
the U.S. would continue to vigorously enforce 
tough U.N. sanctions and insist that the north 
“irreversibly denuclearize.” 

But she held out the prospect of restoring U.S. 
diplomatic ties and other incentives — actions 
the Obama administration would be willing to 
consider if the North Koreans dismantle their 
nuclear program. 

“We urge North Korea to return to the six-party 
talks, look beyond the past and join others in 
finding the way forward,” said Thai Foreign 
Minister Kasit Piromya, who hosted the 
ASEAN Regional Forum, a security conference 
among 27 countries and organizations that 
ended Thursday. 


Clinton, who trumpeted Washington’s renewed 
involvement in Asia during the conference, 
departed the resort island for Washington, 
wrapping up a weeklong trip to India and 
Thailand. 

“North Korea’s continued pursuit of its 
nuclear ambitions is sure to elevate tensions 
on the Korean peninsula and could provoke an 
arms race in the region,” Clinton told a news 
conference before her departure. 

Just moments before she spoke, a spokesman 
for the North Korean delegation said his 
government would not return to talks with the 
U.S., Japan, South Korea, China and Russia, 
citing the “deep-rooted anti-North Korean 
policy” of the United States. 

“The six-party talks are over,” Ri Hung Sik 
said, calling any proposed U.S. incentives 
“nonsense.” 

North Korea’s Foreign Ministry, reacting to an 
earlier Clinton comment likening the regime 
to “small children” demanding attention, 
described her Thursday as “a funny lady” who 
sometimes “looks like a primary schoolgirl and 
sometimes a pensioner going shopping.’Q

the president if he sets 
foot in Honduras. Zelaya 
said he would make a 
second attempt to return 
home Saturday, saying 
U.S.-backed attempts at 
mediation had broken 
down. 

Accompanied by 

Venezuelan Foreign 

Minister Nicolas Maduro, 
Zelaya drove a white j eep out 


of the Honduran Embassy in 
Nicaragua, heading toward 
the northern town of Esteli, 
where he said he would 
spend Friday preparing 
for his return. Honduran 
Embassy officials broke 
into applause and chants of 
“Long live Mel!” using his 
nickname. 

Zelaya said he hoped 
soldiers at the border would 
stand down when they see 
him. He called on supporters 
to meet him at the border, 
although he has not yet said 
exactly where he plan to 
cross into Honduras. 

“I think the guns will be 
lowered when they see their 
people and their president,” 
Zelaya said at a news 
conference shortly before 
leaving. 

All governments in the 
Western Hemisphere have 
condemned the coup, in 
which soldiers acting on 
orders from Congress and 
the Supreme Court arrested 
Zelaya and flew him into 
exile. Nations on both sides 
of the political spectrum say 
Zelaya’s return to power 
is crucial to the region’s 
stability. 

Latin America expert Vicki 
Gass said that if Zelaya’s 
opponents succeed in 
driving him from power, it 
could have a ripple effect in 
a region where left-leaning 
elected governments are 
challenging small classes of 
elites that have ruled many 
countries for decades. 
“Coups could then happen 
in Peru, where President 
(Alan) Garcia has a very 
low approval rating, or in 
Argentina or in Guatemala,” 
said Gass, an analyst at 
the Washington Office 
on Latin America which 
promotes human rights and 
democracy. “Constitutional 
order and rule of law have 
to be restored.” 

Zelaya said the mediation 
efforts, led by Costa Rican 
President Oscar Arias, had 
failed after representatives 
of the interim government 
flatly rejected the possibility 


that he might return to the 
presidency. They say they 
cannot overturn a Supreme 
Court ruling forbidding 
Zelaya’s reinstatement. 

But Jose Miguel Insulza, 
secretary-general of the 
Organization of American 
States, held out hope that 
the two sides might still 
reach a settlement — and 
called Zelaya’s attempt to 
return without an agreement 
“hasty.” 

“He has always wanted 
to return to his country, 
but it’s important to make 
an effort to avoid a likely 
confrontation,” Insulza 
said. 

He said that neither 
delegation had officially 
responded to Arias proposal, 
which calls for Zelaya’s 
reinstatement, amnesty for 
the coup leaders and early 
elections. 

The United States warned 
of tough sanctions against 
Honduras if Zelaya is not 
reinstated, but also said 
Thursday it does not support 
Zelaya’s plan to return on 
his own. 

“Any step that would add 
to the risk of violence 
in Honduras or in the 
area, we think would be 
unwise,” State Department 
spokesman P.J. Crowley 
said in Washington. 

Zelaya dismissed the 
concerns of Insulza and the 
U.S., saying “defending 
our rights is not an act of 
violence ... we are going to 
seek dialogue.” 

In Honduras, Zelaya 
supporters turned up the 
pressure, blocking roads 
throughout the country 
Thursday and occupying 
several government 

buildings in peaceful 
protests. 

It was unclear exactly when 
or how Zelaya planned to 
enter the country. Zelaya 
has set and let pass a series 
of deadlines for his return, 
and spokesman Allan 
Fajardo said Thursday that 
Zelaya could travel by air, 
sea, or land from any of 


Honduras ’three neighboring 
countries. 

Fajardo told The Associated 
Press that Zelaya would set 
up base Thursday in the 
Nicaraguan city of Esteli, 
near the Honduran border, 
and then figure out his next 
move. He said Zelaya would 
be accompanied by family, 
supporters and journalists. 
The Honduran military 
thwarted Zelaya’s first 
attempt to return home July 
5 by blocking the runway 
at the airport in the capital, 
Tegucigalpa. The flight 
sparked clashes between 
Zelaya’s supporters and 
security forces in which 
at least one protester was 
killed. 

Lorena Calix, a 
spokeswoman for 

Honduras’ national police, 
said Thursday that officers 
were ready to detain Zelaya 
if he makes another attempt 
to come home. 

“When he comes to 
Honduras,wehavetoexecute 
the arrest warrant,” she said. 
Honduras’ Supreme Court 
ordered Zelaya’s arrest 
before the June 28 coup, 
ruling his effort to hold a 
referendum on whether 
to form a constitutional 
assembly was illegal. The 
military decided to send 
Zelaya into exile instead 

— a move that military 

lawyers themselves have 
called illegal but necessary. 
Zelaya’s opponents, who 
objected to his populist 
and socialist policies, 
have argued the president 
was trying to change the 
constitution to extend his 
term. Zelaya denies that. 
If he is arrested, Zelaya faces 
four charges of violating 
governmental order, 

treason and abusing and 
usurping power that could 
bring 43 years behind bars. 
Prosecutors say they are 
investigating a raft of other 
allegations ranging from 
misappropriation of public 
funds to drug smuggling 

— accusations Zelaya

Dutch return severed 
head of Ghana chief

THE HAGUE, Netherlands (AP) — The descendants of an 
African chief who was hanged and decapitated by a Dutch 
general 171 years ago reluctantly accepted the return of his 
severed head Thursday, still angry even as the Dutch tried to 
right a historic wrong. 

The head of King Badu Bonsu II was discovered last year in ajar 
of formaldehyde gathering dust in the anatomical collection of 
the Leiden University Medical Center. The Dutch government 
agreed to Ghanaian demands that the relic be returned. 

On Thursday, members of the king’s Ahanta tribe, dressed in 
dark robes and wearing red sashes, took part in the hand-over 
ceremony, honoring his spirit by toasting with Dutch gin and 
then sprinkling the drink over the floor at the Dutch Foreign 
Ministry. 

But descendants of the chief said they were not consoled. 

“I am hurt, angry. My grandfather has been killed,” said Joseph 
Jones Amoah, the great, great grandson of the chief. 

The chief’s head was stored elsewhere at the ministry and was 
not displayed during the ceremony. It is expected to be flown 
with the tribe members back to Ghana on Friday. 

Tribal elders said after the hand-over that they were also angry 
because they had been sent by their current chief only to identify 
the head, not retrieve it. Taking it back without first reporting to 
the chief would be a breach of protocol, they said. 

“We, the Ahanta, are not happy at all,” said Nana Etsin Kofi II. 
The head was taken by Maj. Gen. Jan Verveer in 1838 in 
retaliation for Bonsu’s killing of two Dutch emissaries, whose 
heads were displayed as trophies on Bonsu’s throne, said Arthur 
Japin, a Dutch author who discovered the king’s head when he 
was working on a historical novel. 

The elders demanded the Dutch government provide aid to their 
tribe to appease the slain chief. 

Nana Kwekwe Darko III, who tipped the gin on the floor in a 
Ghanaian tradition of respect for the dead, dabbed tears from his 
eyes afterward and said he wanted the Dutch to build schools 
and hospitals for his people. 

Ministry spokesman Bart Rijs said that 10 tribal chiefs who 
came from Ghana had agreed before the ceremony to take the 
head home. The official transfer was between the two countries’ 
governments, he said. 

Foreign Minister Maxime Verhagen used the ceremony to 
apologize for Dutch involvement in the slave trade. Ghana, then 
known as Gold Coast, was a base for Dutch slave traders. 

“We are also here because of our mutual desire to lay to rest 
episodes in ... history that were unfortunate and shameful,” 
Verhagen said. □

ANNECY, France (AP) — Alberto Contador won the final time 
trial in the Tour de France on Thursday, and Fance Armstrong 
moved up one spot to third place overall. 

Contador now looks all but assured of his second Tour victory 
after increasing his overall lead in the 18th stage, in which 
riders embarked one-by-one down the start ramp for the 40.5- 
kilometer (25.2-mile) stage in and around Annecy. 

The 2007 champion finished the stage in 48 minutes, 31 seconds 
— beating Fabian Cancellara of Switzerland by 3 seconds. 

Russia’s Mikhail Ignatiev was third, 15 seconds back. 

“I went all out,” said Contador, adding that his earpiece radio 
linking him with Astana team managers stopped working during 
the stage, and that he was worried about Cancellara’s skill at 
time trials. 

“Of course, what I especially wanted was to think about general 
class. A stage victory was less important,” he said. “I’m very 
happy. I didn’t expect it.”

CHICAGO (AP) — Mark 
Buehrle pitched the first 
perfect game in the major 
leagues in five years in 
leading the Chicago White 
Sox over the Tampa Bay 
Rays 5-0 on Thursday. 
Buehrle (11-3) got a great 
catch from center fielder 
DeWayne Wise leading off 
the ninth inning to save 


the bid — and the shutout. 
Wise entered at the start of 
the inning as a defensive 
replacement and when Gabe 
Kapler led off with a drive 
to deep left-center, Wise 
sprinted, jumped and got his 
glove above the fence to rob 
Kapler of a home run. 

The ball almost came out 
when Wise bounced off the 
fence, stumbled, fell to the 
ground and rolled. But he 


stood, proudly displaying the 
ball for the crowd in his bare 
left hand. 

“I was hoping it was staying in 
there, give him enough room 
to catch it. I know the guys 
were doing everything they 
could to save the no-hitter, 
the perfect game, whatever it 
might be,” Buehrle said. 
Michel Hernandez then struck 
out, and with the 28,036 fans 
chanting Buehrle’s name, 
Jason Bartlett grounded to 
shortstop, and Buehrle was 
mobbed by teammates. 

“I don’t know if it’s really 
sunk in yet. We have a short 
flight to Detroit. I’m sure it 
will be a little hectic later,” 
said Buehrle, 

The pitcher had already 
received a congratulatory 
telephone call from President 
Barack Obama — a White 
Sox fan — following the 
16th perfect game in MLB 
history since the modem 
era began in 1900 and the 
first since Arizona’s Randy 


Johnson against Atlanta on 
May 18, 2004. 

White House press secretary 
Robert Gibbs said Obama 
told Buehrle: “It was an 
unbelievable achievement, 
something that everyone will 
always remember.” 

Buehrle (11-3), backed by 
Josh Fields’ second-inning 
grand slam, threw 76 of 116 
pitches for strikes and stmck 
out six in his second career 
no-hitter. 

“I bought everyone watches 
after the last one. That was 
an expensive no-hitter,” he 
said. “This one will probably 
be more expensive.” 

The 30-year-old left-hander 
became only the second 
pitcher to throw two no-hitters 
for the White Sox: Frank 
Smith did it against Detroit 
in 1905 and the Philadelphia 
Athletics in 1908.

LONDON (AP) — Tired of 
waiting for Vitali Klitschko, 
Nikolai Valuev will defend 
his WBA heavyweight 
title against David Haye in 
November. 

The fight is likely to be in 
Germany on Nov. 7 with 
Haye, the brash former 
cruiserweightworld champion 
now trying to make his name 
as a heavyweight, saying 
he will be the first fighter to 
knock out the 7-foot Russian. 
“It is not the first time that 
my opponents have said 
things like that,” Valuev said 
Thursday. “Haye is a young 
man with a big mouth. Let 


him talk. It will be different 
in the ring. He will certainly 
not get my belt.” 

Valuev’s German-based 
backers said they had been 
trying to set up a unification 
bout with Klitschko, the WBC 
champion. 

“I know that a lot of boxing 
fans really wanted to see 
Valuev fighting Vitali,” said 
Valuev’s manager, Wilfried 
Sauerland. “We wanted to 
make this fight happen. It 
was our top priority and I had 
really good talks with Vitali. 
“But all of a sudden, I did not 
hear back. I could not get in 
touch with his management 
anymore. We were under time 
pressure and at some point

we had to look for a different 
opponent. We are happy to 
present an up-and-coming 
challenger such as David 
Haye. I am sure it will be an 
exciting fight.” 

Haye became available after 
his challenge to Vitali’s 
brother, Wladimir, was called 
off last month because he 
injured his back in training. 
Haye is still a novice at 
heavyweight, having fought 
only twice at that level, and 
will be nine inches shorter and 
probably up to 100 pounds 
lighter than Valuev, the tallest 


and heaviest world champion 
in boxing history. 

The 36-year-old Valuev has 
won a 50-1 record, while the 
28-year-old Haye is 23-1. 

“I feel I have what it takes 
to beat him,” said Haye, 
who showed he had speed 
and a powerful right hand at 
cruiserweight. 

“I feel I’m a lot faster then he 
is. It’s a tall order, but I feel 
that I can bring the title back 
to Britain. 

“I saw the guy actually fight 
when I was 16 years old 
at Battersea Town Hall (in 


London). When he came out 
of the ring, I went up next to 
him and I couldn’t believe 
human beings got that big. 
And now I am fighting him. 
I have got to get inside him 
and outmaneuver him. Big 
heavyweights punch a lot 
harder but they punch a lot 
slower, so I can see everything 
that’s coming.” 

Vitali Klitschko’s manager, 
Bemd Boente, said Thursday 
that Haye had turned down 
an offer to fight his client in 
September in Frankfurt so he 
can instead take on Valuev. □

Armstrong was 16th, 1:30 
behind. But he easily overcame 
a 30-second deficit to Frank 
Schleck, who began the day in 
third place but slipped to sixth 
overall after finishing 2:34 
behind Contador. 

After the stage, Armstrong 
said he had “mixed emotions. 
Sixteenth in a time trial is not 
a good result, but my ambition 
is to get on the podium, so I 
have to be happy with that.” 
Schleck and his younger 
brother Andy had bumped 
Armstrong from second place 
to fourth a day earlier in the 
last punishing Alpine stage. 

“I suffered,” Armstrong said 
of the time trial. “I probably 
started too hard and maybe I 
was just empty from yesterday 
and those cramps I suffered at 
the end of the (17th) stage.” 
Overall, Contador leads Andy 
Schleck by 4:11, Armstrong 
is 5:25 back and Britain’s 
Bradley Wiggins is fourth, 5:36 
behind. Germany’s Andreas 


Kloeden, an Astana teammate 
of Contador and Armstrong, is 
fifth, 5:38 back. Frank Schleck 
is sixth, 5:59 behind. 

While the stage was mostly 
flat, riders had to contend with 
the midlevel Bluffy pass climb, 
which snaked upward for 2.3 
miles with magnificent vistas 
over the hill-ringed lake. 
Several riders, including 
British time-trial specialist 
David Millar, said the course 
layout favored climbers 
because of that ascent. 

“I felt like I had stopped dead 
in my tracks,” on the climb, 
Millar said. 

The race against the clock 
started under cloudy skies. The 
sun eventually broke through, 
but rain doused the course by 
late afternoon and left patches 
of water on the roads. 
Armstrong was relatively 
strong at the start, only 
29 seconds slower than 
Contador through the second 
intermediate time check at the 


25-kilometer mark. His main 
time deficit came on Bluffy 

— which peaked at 28.5 
kilometers. There, he was 
1:12 behind Contador. 

“I felt good at the beginning, 
I felt smooth, but there was a 
tail wind, so maybe everyone 
felt good,” Armstrong said. “I 
just wasn’t that strong on the 
climb.’’After the stage, the 37- 
year-old Texan announced that 
he and U.S. electronics vendor 
Radio Shack are forming a 
new cycling team that will 
compete in next year’s Tour. 
Armstrong came out of 
retirement this season to 
ride for the Kazakh-funded 
squad headed by his longtime 
mentor Johan Bruyneel, who 
led him to his seven straight 
Tour wins. 

After four straight tough 
stages, riders get a relatively 
easier ride Friday with a 110.6- 
mile course from Bourgoin- 
Jallieu to Aubenas. 

The biggest remaining race 
challenge is an uphill finish 
at Mont Ventoux on Saturday 

— which Armstrong calls the 
toughest ascent in France — a 
day before the race ends on 
the Champs-Elysees in Paris. 
The threat for Armstrong is 
again likely to be the Schleck 
brothers, who have matched 
the Americans on the climbs 
this year. 

“I want to protect my position 
with Andy climbing so well,” 
Armstrong said, “(I) just gotta 
watch for the moves and don’t 
let him get away.’Q

Former White Sox pitcher admits 
HGH use 

CHICAGO (AP) — Former 
pitcher Jim Parque says he 
used human growth hormone 
“about six times” after he was 
cut by the Chicago White Sox 
in 2002 and before he tried a 
comeback with the Tampa Bay 
Rays the following season. 

Parque made his confession in 
a lengthy, first-person account 
published on Thursday in 
the Chicago Sun-Times. He 
says he tried HGH in a bid to 
recover from a shoulder injury 
that he blames for derailing 
his career. “It never gave me 
more strength or bulked me 
up, but it provided quicker 
recoveries,” Parque wrote. “I 
began to throw harder because 
my shoulder felt no pain. I 
was able to withstand more 
throwing, creating a work 
environment that I had not 
experienced in two years.”

Correa pide a FARC que 
aclaren si aportaron dinero 
a su campai ia on Ecuador 

QUITO - El presidente de Ecuador, Rafael Correa, solicito este 
jueves a la guerrilla de las FARC que aclare publicamente si 
aporto dinero a su primera campana electoral, como menciono 
un jefe rebelde en un video incautado en Colombia en medio de 
la elevada tension entre los dos gobiernos. 

“Le pido a las FARC, directamente, publicamente, que digan si 
el video es real o no, que digan si aportaron dinero a la campana 
de Rafael Correa y a quien le aportaron”, afirmo al canal de 
television Uno. 

El mandatario reelecto insistio en que nunca recibio 
financiamiento ilegal para su campana en 2006, y menciono 
la posibilidad de que las Fuerzas Armas Revolucionarias 
de Colombia (FARC) hayan sido enganadas por falsos 
colaboradores de su movimiento Alianza Pais. 

“Seguramente fueron estafadas porque la campana de Rafael 
Correa no ha recibido (ni) 20 centavos”, dijo Correa, y agrego 
que entre las “miles de personas” que apoyaron su candidatura, 
“tal vez alguien se tomo el nombre” de Alianza Pais “y las 
FARC le dieron un dinero”. 

En ese sentido, reitero su llamado a la guerrilla a que identifique 
a esa persona, para que a su vez esta “responda si tiene algo que 
ver con el gobiemo”. 

En el video que fue filtrado a la prensa por la Policia colombiana, 
aparece el jefe militar de las FARC, Jorge Briceno (alias ‘Mono 
Jojoy’), hablando de una “ayuda en dolares a la campana de 
Correa” y “de contactos con sus emisarios”.
